Countries choosing whether to aloot more resources to 
domestic goods or military hardware traditionally have 
been said to be choosing between “guns or butter.” It is a 
mark of major industrialized societies such as the 
United States that they are capable of supplying 
adequate amounts of both. 
Recently, however, a staunchly anti-defense 
congressman has put a new twist on the old choice. He is 
Rep. Les Aspin, a Wisconsin Democrat who, during the 
first session of the 94th Congress which recently ad­ 
journed, voted less than one-third of the time for key 
measures to strengthen U.S. security, according to the 
independent, authoritative American Security Council. 
Aspin says he wants to cut the defense budget. And he 
had his chance recently when the Navy requested a 
change in a 43-year-old law that requires Navy and 
Marine Corps to use butter in messes. The Navy wants to 
use 60 per cent margarine and 40 per cent butter — a 
move it says would save $2.7 million a year and cut down 
on arterial disease. 
Naturally Les Aspin supported this cost- saving 
measure. Right? Wrong. 
The proposal, said Aspin, is “ill advised and a 
disservice to both the taxpayers and Wisconsin far­ 
mers.” And, he might have added, a disservice to his 
reelection bid early this month. 
It is difficult to see how saving taxpayers $2.7 million 
annually can be a “disservice” to them. But it’s not 
difficult to see that the congressman, in the words of the 
newsletter of the National Association of Uniformed 
Services, “is willing to sacrifice the health of military 
personnel for a few dollars in the pockets of some of his

It is the beginning 
of what I predict will bean effort

policy controlling newspapers 
and magazines will not be im­ 
mune from reconsideration.”

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Scales Tipping Against ‘Tip’

WASHINGTON - Some awk­ 
ward questions have been raised 
about the huge campaign chest 
that House Democratic leader 
Thomas ‘Tip" O’Neill has ac­ 
cumulated to fuel his drive to 
become the next Speaker. 
In past columns, we have re­ 
ported that the big-boned Bosto­ 
nian has raised over a quarter of 
a million dollars ostensibly to 
help his Democratic colleagues 
with their election campaigns. 
But his real objective has been to 
boost his own campaign for the 
Speaker’s chair. 
• He has spread the boodle 
around to key Democrats, whose 
support he sought. Some had no 
serious opposition and, therefore, 
no real need for campaign cash. 
Now we have learned that 
generous sums were lavished on 
his associates not to help them 
win elections but to wine and 
dine them, repair their cars and 
buy them gifts. 
What this amounts to is an old- 
fashioned. jackleg political cam­ 
paign. one tliat miglit not go over 
so well with the newcomers to 
Congress who have been elected 
in this new age of political 
morality. Tlie voters returned all 
but three of the 98 freshmen 
from the last Congress who 


sought reelection. They will be 
joined in January by 60 new 
House members. 
They aren’t likely to be as 
tolerant as the old-timers of 
O’Neill’s loose use of cash to cur­ 
ry political support. Thus tlie 
money he has distributed to gain 
the Speakership may backfire 
and cause him to lose it. 
O’Neill’s own vouchers reveal 
that he has raised $267.870 since 
1972. He has spent over $23.000 of 
that amount on car repairs, ex­ 
pensive meals, parties, gifts and 
unitemized air fares. 
At least $11,549 was shelled out 
to wine and dine O’Neill's friends 
and associates in such fashiona­ 
ble eateries as the “1789," an ex­ 
clusive French restaurant in 
Washington's Georgetown sec­ 
tion; the Wayside Inn, a posh 
place in Chatham, Mass., and 
Duke Ziebert's, a Washington 
restaurant patronized by the 
capital's social elite. 
One entry, for example, reads: 
“Duke Zeibert’s, working dinner 
with U.S.* R epresentatives, 
$264.70.” A “party for Demo­ 
cratic Congressmen, delegates 
and friends at the Democratic 
National Convention" cost $3,- 
543.36 
Over $6,400 was spent on 


unitemized air fares. Another 
$5,140 went for gasoline and 
repairs to automobiles owned by 
O’Neill’s staff employees, pay­ 
ments to members of his staff, 
Christm as cards, C hristm as 
greeting ads in newspapers, 
donations to Cardinal Cushing 
memorial dinners and party 
favors for friends, including 50 
silver champagne buckets. 
Footnote: A spokesperson for 
O’Neill said only that “all ex­ 
penses are perfectly in order. 
The money was spent for meet­ 
ings of tlie (campaign) commit­ 
tee. Reciprocal gifts and greet­ 
ing cards went to contributors." 
EM BARRASSING BLU N ­ 
DER: The embarrassed bosses 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
mistakenly gave confidential in­ 
formation on a major tax in­ 
vestigation earlier this year to 
the people who were under in­ 
vestigation. 
The blunder may imperil a 
delicate investigation, tlie big­ 
gest of its kind in history, of tax 
evad ers who conceal their 
money in secret Bahamian bank 
accounts. Here’s how it hap­ 
pened: 
A defendant in the case, 
Chicago attorney Burton Kanter, 
asked to see the files the 1RS had 
on him. Under the Freedom of 
Inform ation A ct, A m erican 
citizens are entitled to see their 
own federal files. But informa­ 
tion about current investigations, 
of course, cannot be released. 
Yet Kantor received 90 pages 
of secret documents, which set 
fortJi the strategy and progress 
tlie tax agents were making on 
the tax haven investigation. It 
was a dreadful mistake, a 
spokesman told us. 
At least two House subcom­ 
mittees got wind of the missent 


papers and demanded an ex­ 
planation. IRS officials stewed 
for more than a month over liow 
to answer the subcommittees 
They decided to stonewall 
“We do not believe that our in­ 
ternal notes and memoranda 
should be furnished to tlie (sub­ 
comm ittees)” wrote assistant 
commisssoner S B. Wolfe to com­ 
missioner Donald Alexander's 
right-hand man, Thomas Glynn. 
Then the Los Angeles Times 
learned that the IRS was stalling 
the subcommittees. Tlie new spa­ 
per’s inquiries spurred tlie IRS 
into sudden action. Nervous IRS 
offflcials rushed their delayed 
responses 14) to Capitol Hill. 
Glynn acknowledged to us that 
the Los Angeles Times’ inquiries 
caused the IRS to "scurry 
around" and gather Ute explana­ 
tions that the subcommittees had 
requested. The intent was to 
deliver it to Congress, he admit­ 
ted, before the story appeared. 
But the IRS messenger found 
no one in the offices of tlie House 
Ways and Means Oversight Sub­ 
committee. The staff was meet­ 
ing in another room upstairs. So 
the messenger left tlie material 
next door in the office of Rep. 
James Haley, D.-Fla., wlio was 
unauthorized to receive it. The 
same material was delivered, 
however, to tlie House Com­ 
merce, Consumer and Monetary 
Affairs subcommittee. 
Among all the explanations 
prepared for Congress was a 
co n fid en tia l m em o, w hich 
declared that the tax haven 
probe could be endangered by 
the IRS’s blunder. This embar­ 
rassing memo was never sup­ 
posed to have been sent to 
Capitol Hill. It was, the IRS con- 
clu d ed , a n oth er d read fu l 
mistake.

Chicago Fund near bankruptcy: 
$800 million in ‘Real Estate' 
loans 
WASHINGTON 
- 
It 
may 
break the hearts of hundreds of 
thousands of truck drivers-but 
there are men on the federal 
government's investigative joint 
high command now probing the 
Teamsters 
who 
believe 
the 
notorious Chicago-based pen­ 
sion fund could well be broke 
Or, nearly bankrupt. 
“ It’s a shaky business,” said 
one 
member 
of 
the 
Inter­ 
departm ental Labor-Justice 
committee staff. "We haven't 
completed an analysis of the 
quality of their loan portfolio. 
We’re still in the ‘discovery’ 
stage in addition to looking into 
the possible malfeasance of the 
old trustees which we’re still 
assessing.” 
And by this time the in­ 
vestigators have examined well 
over 240 feet of the Teamsters' 
Central States Pension Fund 
loan records. That was up to 
July. 
Today the documents, end-to- 
end, would cover a football field 
No one now can judge how 
solid the fund’s “asset base" is, 
said my source who has been 
deep 
in 
the 
10-month 
in­ 
vestigation. 
Gently, he chided the press for 
constantly demanding "flam ­ 
boyant" results, swift exposure 
of underworld connections and 
quick court action. This was a 
mighty grave man as we talked 
of the fund and its possible 
impact on the old-age security of 
the 450,000 drivers covered 
And he warned of the danger 
to 
the 
nation’s 
investment 
m arkets 
inherent 
in 
the 
governm ent’s ever cautious 
probe of the Central States, 
Southeast and Southwest Areas 
Pension Fund. What dangers? 
This 
source 
indicated 
the 
federáis still have no way of 
knowing how much money the 
fund actually has now. He said it 
could be $1.4 billion or $1 billion 
or less He disclosed that it had 
"invested” over $800 million in 
real estate - some of it mighty 
“dubious.” 
He disclosed the government’s 
joint civil-criminal investigative 
forces now are developing a 
“ real 
estate 
w orkout." 
A 
dangerous matter - and delicate 
- he asserted. What if there 
were sudden 
foreclosures? 
Another source there is one 
borrower “into the fund” for 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
And, incidentally, into other 
national and local union pension 
pools for many millions more, 
making 
an 
“ astronom ical 
total.” 
“If this fellow goes (bankritpt) 
he’ll take a lot of pension funds 
with him,” said this extremely 
highly placed U.S. criminal staff 
official. 
In this long discussion, the 
federáis pointed out they can’t 
just walk in on the fund and set 
standards. Why? Because far 
more than the Chicago fund is 
involved. In aU, in America 
there are over $210 billion in 
pension funds. If these funds' 
trustees felt that the Labor and 
Justice Departments, working 
with 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service, had put down definitive 
guidelines for the Central States 
operation, these other funds 
would rush to follow - believing 


that these are the new standards 
which would conform with the 
almost unintelligible demands 
of the vast Employe Retirement 
Income Security Act < ERISA) 
“Can you imagine what could 
happen to the nation's economy, 
the real estate field, the in­ 
vestment market, if there were 
sudden withdrawals and rein­ 
vestments of a couple of hun­ 
dred billion dollars7 
“We 
would 
jum ble 
everything So we must move 
cautiously. We must be discreet 
so we don’t put ourselves in a 
position 
of 
setting 
national 
standards by moving against the 
Chicago fund even though it has 
had underworld connections - 
and may still have 
“So while we aren't a little 
more 
flamboyant, 
we 
very 
definitely have at heart the 
interest of the nation and the 
scores of millions of workers 
covered by pensions We could 
say to the Teamsters’ fund 
trustees this is just for you. etc., 
but etc.’ could upset the whole 
nation So, we believe if we set 
no hard standards we set off no 
stampede which could rock the 
nation's investment markets.” 
But none of this cuts the old 
form er 
trustees 
off 
from 
liability for any previous im­ 
prudence This doesn't end the 
probe 
In fact there are two 
indictments expected from the 
current Chicago grand jury and 
on« case now similarly being 
heard in Orlando, Fla 
Nor does this insulate the 
fund's recently revamped board 
which retained some of the old 
teamsters and trucking industry 
trustees. 
Thus, the Labor Department 
officials now are working with 
the IRS on subtle guidelines for 
new loans, for the “real estate 
workout" (liquidation) and for 
the diversification of the pension 
fund’s hundreds of millions of 
dollars, as demanded by ERISA. 
How does a pension plan 
diversify some $800 million in 
real estate - much of it in hotels, 
motels, 
gam bling 
casinos, 
acreage developments, and a 
large assortment of strange 
projects? Calling in these shaky 
loans, which the probers say are 
the 
result 
of 
“questionable 
practices" of previous trustees 
and perhaps some of the current 
ones, could bankrupt the fund. 
Few realize that for a long 
time 
the 
Chicago operation 
worked on a pay-as-you-go basis 
- that is, it didn't vest the money 
and merely paid the 40,000 to 
65,000 retiring teamsters out of 
monthly income, piling up the 
extra money in many imprudent 
loans, it’s said. 
Please note that the Inter­ 
national 
Brotherhood 
of 
T e a m s t e r s ’ 
c e n tra l 
headquartrers 
here 
in 
Washington has taken mighty 
good care of its own money. 
IBT

Secretary- 
Treasurer

Schoessling 
often is angered by those who

file. The IBT itself doesn’t invest 
in real estate developments, 
casinos or cemeteries. Last year 
its investments made an $8 
million profit.

But it’s not 
difficult to see that the congressman, in the words of the 
newsletter of the National Association of Uniformed 
Services, “is willing to sacrifice the health of military 
personnel for a few dollars in the pockets of some of his 
constituents.”

College freshmen score poorly on English test 


University 
working 
on 
bettering 
students’ writing skills

A “too 
old” rabbi and a biochemist 
also would have to die. And 
this freshman composition 
class, in an exercise designed 
to teach idea classification, 
wrote off a successful author. 
All the students agreed with 
the young man wearing a 
“Support water sports. Date a 
swimmer” T-shirt when he 
said, “Anyone can write.” 
Anyone? 
Not 
very 
likely, 
and 
ironically that is why these 
students are in English 1 on 
the UMC campus. Along with 
half the freshman class, they 
flunked the Missouri College 
English 
Test 
(MCET), 
bringing enrollment to 2,200 
students in 97 freshman 
composition classes this year. 
That’s up 15 per cent in the 
last five years, 20 per cent in 
the last 10. Solving this 
problem won’t be as easy as A, 
B.C. 
Attention centers on what is 


said to be an inability of 
American students to read or 
write the English language. 
One survey of writing skills 
taken 
by 
the 
National 
Assessment of Educational 
Progress, first in 1970 then 
repeated in 1974, found that 
students aged 17 used simpler 
vocabulary in more awkward, 
run-on sentences and more 
incoherent paragraphs than in 
1974. 
In deciding who should wear 
the dunce cap for this 
apparent failure, the high 
schools blame the junior highs 
who, in turn, blame the 
elementary schools. 
Winifred Homer, University 
professor and director of 
lower 
division 
English 
courses, finds such buck- 
passing ridiculous. “We are 
all in this together. Anv 
problem at the college level is 
shared by the entire English 
discipline,” she says. 
The way Homer sees it, an 
English department has two 
purposes. The first is to give 
students some understanding 
of their literary heritage. The 
second reason English is 
studied, she said, is to show 
students 
how 
they 
use 
language and how they are 
used by it. “These cannot be 
separated and they shouldn’t 
be.” 
Spelling out one reason 
these goals are not reached 
and why test scores are lower, 
Homer says English is being 
taught to a wider variety of 
cultures than ever before. 
Blacks, though certainly not 


blacks only, she explains, 
have “special” 
problems 
when 
they 
reach 
the 
University. All along teachers 
who overlooked the existence 
of a black culture told young 
blacks their language was 
“wrong.” 
She said the difficulty of

WASHINGTON (AP) - AFL- 
CtO President George Meany 
sgys labor leaders are willing 
tq discuss voluntary wage-price 
guidelines if proposed by Presi­ 
dent-elect Jimmy Carter, but 
Jeany remains adamantly op- 
I to mandatory controls. 
‘I’m quite sure when the 
comes we’ll be ready to 
t*lk to him about it,” Meany 
s^id, referring to voluntary re­ 
straints.

Wednesday, the 82-year-old la­ 
bor chief jokingly said he ex­ 
pects to play the role of “elder 


statesman” in the new adminis­ 
tration. 
Meany also said that when he 
has problems affecting work­ 
ers, he expects “ to have that 
problem considered by Gov. 
Carter when he becomes Presi­ 
dent.” He added “ that is the 
only commitment Carter has 
made to me — that any prob­ 
lems we have he will give them 
immediate consideration.” 
Soi. Robert Dole, President 
Ford’s vice presidential run­ 
ning mate, often charged dur­ 
ing the campaign that a Carter 
victory would make Meany the 


real president. Meany said Dole 
cost Ford votes because the 
Kansan came across like “ A 
brand new Dick Nixon.” 
The 
new 
administration’s 
first order of business, Meany 
said, should be to provide jobs 
and turn the economy around. 
A tax cut may be a needed 
stimulus, he said. However, 
economic statistics issued last 
week raised the possibility that 
inflation may be more of a 
problem than Carter thought, 
forcing him to resort to special 
anti-inflation measures such as 
wage and price restraints. 


Carter said during his cam­ 
paign he would like to have 
standby authority to impose 
wage and price controls, if 
needed, but he didn’t think they 
would ever be used Some ofhis 
advisers 
and 
congressional 
Democrats have speculated the 
President-elect may seek té es­ 
tablish voluntary guidelines for 
wages and prices. 
Meany said “we will be 
there” any time Carter wants 
to call business and labor to­ 
gether to talk about curbing in­ 
flation. 
On other matters, Meany en­ 
dorsed John T. Dunlop to be 


Carter’ labor secretary. Dunlop 
quit the post last year in a dis­ 
pute with Ford. 
The AFL-CIO chief credited 
labor, black votes and other 
minorities with helping swing 
the election for Carter, but he 
didn’t respond when asked if he 
felt Carter owed labor anything 
for its effort. 
Meany showed no ill effects 
of his long bout with a respi­ 
ratory illness that hospitalized 
him twice earlier this year and 
prompted him to contemplate 
retirement.

pects to play the role of “ elder 


statesman” in the new adminis­ 
tration. 
Meany also said that when he 
has problems affecting work­ 
ers, he expects “ to have that 
problem considered by Gov. 
Carter when he becomes Presi­ 
dent." He added “ that is the 
only commitment Carter has 
made to me — that any prob­ 
lems we have he w ill give them 
immediate consideration.” 
Sen. Robert Dole, President 
Ford’s vice presidential run­ 
ning mate, often charged dur­ 
ing the campaign that a Carter 
victory would make Meany the 


real president. Meany said Dole 
cost Ford votes because the 
Kansan came across like “ A 
brand new Dick Nixon.” 
The 
new 
adm inistration’s 
first order of business, Meany 
said, should be to provide jobs 
and turn the economy around. 
A tax cut may be a needed 
stimulus, 
he said. 
However, 
economic statistics issued last 
week raised the possibility that 
inflation may be more of a 
problem than Carter thought, 
forcing him to resort to special 
anti-inflation measures such as 
wage and price restraints. 


Carter said during his cam ­ 
paign he would like to have 
standby authority to impose 
wage and price controls, if 
needed, but he didn’t think they 
would ever be used. Some ofhis

Democrats have speculated the 
President-elect may seek to es­ 
tablish voluntary guidelines for 
wages and prices.

"Under the current rate

consumer has no incentive not 
to use 
peak-hour,” 
says 
Michael Viren, director of the 
PSC’s Utility Research and 
Planning Division. 


"Under time-of-day rates 
we’re passing on to consumers 
the price signal that tells them 
the cost of the next unit of 
power,” he says. 
Viren 
says under 
the 
current rate structure the 
customer pays the same rate 
for electricity no matter the 
time of day, as long as 
monthly electric use does not 
exceed a certain number of 
kilowatt hours. 
These rates are based on 
electric companies' average 
cost for the year. Viren says 
rate-payers barely cover the 
costs electric companies face

Dropouts a problem 
with Soviet Jews 


TEL AVIV, Israel (Ar; — 
Controversy is raging here over 
Soviet Jews who get exit visas 
for Israel but go to live in the 
United States or other coun­ 
tries. 


About half the Jews who have 
left the Soviet Union with Is­ 
raeli visas this year have be­ 
come “noshrim” — dropouts 
who settle elsewhere. 
It is a serious problem for Is­ 
rael, a state built on immigra­ 
tion which seven years ago 
launched a worldwide cam­ 
paign for the right of Soviet 
Jews to come to Israel. 


One proposal to combat the 
dropout wave is to cut aid to 
Soviet Jews who prefer another 
country to the often difficult 
life in Israel. The proposal has 
divided Soviet Jews now in Is­ 
rael and led to charges that Is­ 
rael is trying to force all Jew­ 
ish immigrants from the Soviet 
Union to live in Israel. 
“Nobody wants to take the 
responsibility for telling Rus­ 
sian Jews they have to come to 
Israel or get out of the Soviet 
Union on their own,’’ said one 
Soviet immigrant who has be­ 
come involved in the issue. 
Israel offers a visa to any 
Jew who wants to leave the So­ 
viet Union. In recent years an 
Israeli 
visa 
has 
been 
the 
easiest way to get out. But once 
at the transit point in Austria, 


the emigre can go to any other 
country that will accept him, 
and more and more Soviet 
Jews are doing just that 
Up to 1972, fewer than one 
per cent turned their backs on 
Israel. From 1971 through 1975 
a total of 103,300 Soviet Jews 
came. The biggest year was 
1971, when 33,500 arrived. 
The dropout rate rose to 18.7 
per in 1974 and 37 per cent in 
1975. This year it is running 
about 50 per cent with about 
8,500 expected. 
There is general agreement 
that dropouts expect an easier 
or better life somewhere else, 
because Israel’s economy is 
lagging, there is always a dan­ 
ger of war, there is compulsory 
military service, and absorp­ 
tion into Israeli society can be 
difficult. 
One reported proposal by a 
committee of Israeli and Amer­ 
ican organizations is to restrict 
help given in Vienna by the 
Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society 
(HIAS) to those going to Israel. 
Those who would cut the aid 
to dropouts argue that there is 
no intention to force Jews to 
come to Israel. But they say 
there is a limit to the funds 
available, 
that 
those 
who 
choose Israel should have prior­ 
ity on them, and that there is 
no moral obligation to finance 
emigres looking for ‘‘a warm 
and comfortable spot.”

alleged discrimination against 
women. 
The “21“ Club, just off fash­ 
ionable Fifth Avenue, is known 
for its high prices as well as its 
high society. When President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter lunched 
there with business leaders last 
summer, 
his 
well-publicized 
hamburger cost about $9 with 
tax. 
Like other quality restau­ 
rants, “21“ uses European ta- 
bleside service. Food comes 
from several different serving 
areas in the kitchen, with the 
entree delivered either in a cas­ 
serole or silver serving dish. 
Vegetables, 
side dishes and 


garnishes all are served sepa­ 
rately. 
The suit is a class action 
started by the American Civil 
Liberties Union on behalf of 
Miss King and Cathryn Smith, 
also a professional waitress. 
The restaurants named in the 
suit were all alleged to have re­ 
jected employing the two only 
because they are women. 


The suit is still pending 
against such restaurants as Lu- 
tece, La Cote Basque and the 


Four Seasons. 
The “21” Club agreed in the 


settlement not only to hire Miss 
King, but to pay her an undis­ 
closed fee and to pay the ACLU 
for legal fees. 
Terry Dinan, a member of 
the “21” management team, 
said the practice of hiring only 
male servers was a longstand­ 
ing 
tradition 
among 
New 
York’s first-class restaurants. 
“It’s hard to be the first to 
break a tradition,” Dinan said 


in an interview today. “It takes 
a big person. Well, we’re a big 
restaurant, and we’ve broken 
that old tradition. 
Dinan said all “waitpersons” 
will wear the same uniform 
worn in the past by male wait­ 
ers — dark slacks and a white 
jacket at lunch and a red jack­ 
et with bow tie for dinners.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Syrian armored forces tight­ 
ened their grip on Beirut today, 
readying for a drive through 
the heart of the devastated city 
to separate Moslem and Chris­ 
tian combatants in the 19- 
month-old civil war. 
The Syrian vanguard of the 
enlarged Arab League peace­ 
keeping force took control of all 
northern, eastern and southern 
approaches to the capital. Their 
arrival Wednesday gave the 
war-weary city its first peace­ 
ful night in months. 
An Arab League military 
spokesman said the Syrian air 
force was put on the alert “just 
as a precaution in case any one 
attempts to challenge the dis­ 


engagement operation.” 
Columns of SyriaiT tanks ring­ 
ed the city as an armored Syr­ 
ian brigade prepared to move 
into the no man’s land cutting 
Beirut into Moslem and Chris­ 
tian halves. 
The spokesman said the 3,000- 
man brigade would advance in 
120 tanks and 50 armored per­ 
sonnel carriers to set up a 
three-mile-lohg buffer zone by 
Sunday. They will be reinforced 
by 1,900 Saudi Arabian and 
Sudanese peacekeeping troops, 
he said.

Christian militiamen stood by. 
Across the local front line Mos­ 
lem fiighters slept behind their 
sandbags.

When President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter lunched 
there with business leaders last 
summer,

well-publicized 
hamburger cost about $9 with 
tax. 
Like other quality restau­ 
rants, "21" uses European ta- 
bleside service. Food comes 
from several different serving 
areas in the kitchen, with the 
entree delivered either in a cas­ 
serole or silver serving dish. 
Vegetables, 
side dishes and 


garnishes all are served sepa­ 
rately. 
The suit is a class action 
started by the American Civil 
Liberties Union on behalf of 
Miss King and Cathryn Smith, 
also a professional waitress.

Tenure Act be repealed. It is

recommendation 
that 
draws 
fire 
from 
some 
educators. 
“Teachers have worked a 
long 
time 
to 
acquire 
legislation to provide some 
kind of teacher tenure,” says 
Harold Austin, member of the 
governance committee. He 
says they should be reluctant 
to give it up. 
In 
Missouri, 
a 
teacher 


acquires tenure after his fifth 
consecutive year with a 
particular school. Tenure does 
not mean a teacher may not be 
fired, but it does mean a 
tenured teacher must 
be 
granted due process. 
If a tenured teacher is 
dismissed, he has the right to 
appear with counsel before his 
school board. He must be told 
why he is being dismissed. 
Further, a teacher may be 
dismissed only for certain 
reasons: 
Incompetency, 
insubordination 
and 
immorality. 
Right now, 
a 
teacher 
without tenure 
may 
be 
dismissed for reasons other 
than these, without the benefit 
of procedural due process. 
This makes taking a case to

difficult,

“When a teacher is fired, 
the school boards just say ‘We 
don’t give a reason.’

WASHINGTON (AP) - This

Don Paarlberg, USDA direc­ 
tor of economics, said the huge 
harvest "means that there will 
be ample supplies of meat” for 
consumers in the coming year. 
Further, he said, retail food 
prices generally will continue 
their relatively modest increase 
at least in the first half of next 
year. 
The national corn yield, al­ 
though reduced by drought in 
some areas, was put at 85.5 
bushels an acre, up from 82.7 
indicated last month. The 1975 
com yield was 86.2 bushels per 
acre. 
Officials said farmers gener­ 
ally have had good weather for 
the fall harvest and that by 
Nov. 1 about 77 per cent of the 
com was harvested, nearly 
matt ng last year’s rapid pace 
and v'ell ahead of normal prog­ 
ress for that date.

Cheerleading turns into big business

Pub talk 
Pubgoers discuss country’s future 


LONDON (AP) - “The fu­ 
ture don’t hold anything.” 
Bob d Angelo sat back in his 
chair and looked around the 
quiet pub for someone to dis­ 
agree with his sweeping prog­ 
nosis of Britain. Nobody did. 
A brooding pessimism as to 
the future of this country was 
the most striking feature in a 
series of informal conversations 
with pubgoers in one of Lon­ 
don’s more typical, lower work­ 
ing class pubs. 
There’s a deep belief that — 
as grim as things are here — 
they’re going to get grimmer. 
And while many blame the gov­ 
ernment for their problems 
many also blame themselves. 


“Nobody can help us out,” 
explained James Butler as he 
sat with his wife Rose. “It will 
get worse and worse. Soon 
people won’t be able to live 
here.” 
The Butlers used to come to 
their local tavern, the Glouces­ 
ter Arms in Kentish Town just 
north of central London, three 
or four times a week. Now they 
come only once. He makes 
$81.60 a week as a truck driver, 
and with prices as high as they 
are now, they can afford only 
one night out a week. 
Of their $81 the Butlers spend 
$32 for rent and another $32 for 
food. That leaves them $17 for 
the gas and electricity bills, 


clothing and entertainment. 
“It’s very bad,” said Mrs. 
Butler. "Prices are going up 
week after week. You can’t 
budget anymore.” 
“If you’ve got three little 
children and can’t work, I don't 
know how you’d eat,” said 
Joyce Trusler, as she sat at one 
of the six small round tables 
that dot the pub. 
In less than two years the 
pound has dropped in value 
from $2.35 to $1.60, causing 
prices for almost everything to 
soar. 


Everyone has their own idea 
of why the economy has de­ 
teriorated.

The 72-year-old Bellevue-Strat- 
ford Hotel will close its doors 
Nov. 18, a victim of ruinous 
business 
declines

from last sum m er's still un­ 
solved legionnaire’s disease 
"The Bellevue-Stratford has 
found it impossible any longer 
to withstand the economic im­ 
pact of the worldwide adverse 
publicity which has been asso­ 
ciated with the 
legionnaire’s 
disease' 
even though no in­ 
vestigative agency found any 
link whatsoever to hotel oper 
ations,” William Chadwick, ho­ 
tel vice president, said in a 
statement given to newsmen to­ 
day, 
"D espite the lack of credible 
evidence that any causal factor 
existed, the continuous public 
reports linking the hotel to re­ 
ports of the illness has been 
ruinous 
to

business," 
Chadwick said 
"The average cash loss for 
the last 90 days has been $10,- 
000 per day. adding up to ag 
gregate losses in the order of $1 
million for the period of ad­ 
verse publicity,” the statement 
said

July 21-24 following which 29 
persons died and 151 others be

The Bellevue recently has 
hosted a number of publicity- 
oriented events aimed at re­ 
storing business 
Special 
arrangem ents 
are 
being made to relocate per­ 
manent hotel residents, said 
Gustave Amsterdam, chairman 
of 
Bankers 
Securities 
Corp. 
which owns a controlling inter­ 
est in the hotel. 
"We will make every effort 
to assist in relocating all our 
hotel personnel in other posi­ 
tions to the maximum extent 
possible,' he said 
The Philadelphia Daily News 
reported the planned closing in 
today’s editions, and the hotel 
statement was issued after the 
news report 
A definite link between the 
disease and the Bellevue was

established

The hotel, which was built in 
1904 and has 750 rooms, has 
had an occupancy rate of 8 per 
cent since the outbreak of le­ 
gionnaires disease, the Daily 
News said.

Like more than 10,000 other 
Texas teen-agers, the cheerlea­ 
ders in Warrior Stadium that 
night were alumni of a summer 
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cheerleading clinic. 
The 
Dallas-based 
National 
Cheerleaders 
Association 
(NCA) conducted nearly 250 
such clinics in 46 states and 
two continents this past sum ­ 
mer, training more than 100,000 
schoolgirls in the intricacies of 
cheering, chanting and charm ­ 
ing. 
NCA officials estimated their 
company’s annual revenue at 
$7 million, proving that cheer­ 
leading is indeed big business. 
"No m atter what the parents’ 
economic level, they’ll sacrifice 
other things to buy their daugh­ 
ters uniforms and pompons and 
send them to a cheerleading 
clinic,” said NCA founder and 
owner I^awrence Herkimer. 


The cheerleaders put up $50- 


$70 each to bounce and squeai 
through five days of Marine­ 
like training in tumbling, poster 
making, fund-raising, smiling, 
pompon 
shaking 
and 
other 
skills of the trade. 
NCA vice president Gene Ca­ 
son said the NCA now employs 
eight fulltime office personnel 
and about 350 instructors — a 
far cry from its abbreviated be­ 
ginnings. 
Fresh from college, Herki­ 
mer, a former Southern Meth­ 
odist University cheerleader, 
started his company 27 sum­ 
m ers ago with clinics at SMU, 
Sam Houston State University 
and Illinois State. 
He ran the operation from his 
Dallas home. 
This 
summer, 
the 
NCA 
trained 3,400 cheerleaders from 


about 400 Texas schools 
in 
three sessions at SMU alone. 
Cason estimated that 18 NCA 
clinics in Texas this summ er 
graduated about 10,000 pupils, 
representing approximately 1,- 
000 high schools, junior highs 
and private academies. 
The company has branched 
out into cheerleader supplies 
and clinics for drill team s, m a­ 
jorettes and gymnasts. 
"The rapid growth reflects 
the rising interest today in ath­
